All  act  regulating  the  Pust-Offi.e  esUblish- 
meiit. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  e,ennte  and  iloute  oj T,* 
prcientatiret  of  the  United  Stales  r1  ^rr.enca  in 
(.dngrets  attemb.ed,  I hat.  '.here  bl-.established; 
at  iiuiseai  ofgove.nn^tntoj'jiie  suies, 

a Gener„,j>yst.(jffiee,  under  the  direction  of  a 
1'031-ii.asl'tr  Geiieral.  1 he  Posl-Masitr  Gene- 
r.vl  shall  appoint  two  assistants,  and  such  clciks 
IS  may  he  neces-sary  foi  performing  the  biisi 
ness  ol  his  office.  He  shall  establish  post  offi- 
ces and  appoint  post  masters  at  all  such  places 
as  shall  appear  to  him  exped.ent,  on  the  post 
roads  that  are  or  may  be  est;  blishe;f  bj  law. 
He  shall  give  his  assistants,  the  post  mtiStiTs,  & 
all  othet  persons  whom  he  shall  employ,  or  who 
may  be  eniplojed  in  any  of  the  depaitmenls  of 
the  general  post  < ffice,  instructions  lelai'ive  to 
their  duty,  he  shall  provide  for  the  carriage  of 
the  mail  on  all  llie  post  roads  that  are  or 
may  be  established  by  law,  and  as  often  as  he, 
having  regard  to  the  productiveness  thereof, 
andoMier  cireum-stanees,  shall  think  proper,  he 
may  direct  the  route  or  road,  where  there  aie 
more  th.ii  one  between  piares  designated  by  law 
for  a post  road,  wliicli  rout?  shall  be  considered 
tlie  post  road.  He  sliall  obtain  |i  om  the  post 
masters  their  accounts  St  vouchera  l.ir  their  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  once  in  . three  months,' 
or  ofiener,  with  the  balances  thereon  arising  in 
favor  of  the  general  post  office  He  sh  ll  pay 
all  expenses  which  may  arise  in  conduciiug  th. 
post  office,  and  iiithe  conveyance  of  the  mail, 
and  all  other  neressarv  texpenses  arising  on  the 
the  collection  oi  the  revenue  and  management 
of  the  general  post-office.  He  shall  prosecute 
offinces  against  the  post-office  establishment. 
He  .hall  once  in  three  montlis  render  to  the  Se- 
cretary  of  the  treasury  a.  quarterly  account  of 
all  the  receipts  and  expQtditures  iiflthe  said  dc- 
jrartment,  .to  be  adjusted  and  settled  as  other 
public  accounts-  He  shall  also  superintend  the 
business  of  the  department  in  all  the  duties  that 
ar.-  or  may  be  assigned  to  it,  PronideJ,  1 hat  in 
case  ol  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from 
office  of  the  po,st  master  general,  all  his  duties 
shall  be  performed  by  Ins  senior  assistant,  until 
a successor  shall  he  appointed  and  arrive  at  the 
grnei  al  jxist  office  to  perform  the  busipcss.

pay  the  sum  of  fifty  doll.rs  ; one  moiety  there- 
of to  the  use  of  the  United  States,  ahd  the  other 
moiety  tliereof  to  live  pftson  w ho  shall  aue  for 
and  prosecute  the  same,  before  any  Court  having 
competent  jurisdiction  tliereof 

Sec.,5,  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  the  post 
master  general  shall  be  autii;irised  to  allow  the 
post  masters  at  the  ses'eral  destrihuting  offi 
ces  such  compensation  as  sha‘1  be  adequate  to 
their  several  serv  ices  in  tliat  respect : Provided, 
That  the  same  shall  not  exceed,  in  the  w hole, 
five  per  cent,  on  the  whole  amount  of  postages 
on  letters  and  newspapers  received  for  distri- 
bution : Provided  alto.  That  if  the  number  of 
mails  received  at  and  ilispatched  from  any  such 
office, is  not  actually  increased  bythe  distributing 
system,  then  no  additional  allowance  shall  be 
made  to  the  post  master. 

Sec.  6.  And  belt  further  enacted.  That  when- 
ever it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfacti- 
on of  the  post  master  general  that  any  road  es-. 
tablished.or  which  may  hereafter  lie  established 
as  a post  road, is  obstructed  by  fences,  gates,  or 
bars,  or  other  than  tboselawfillly  used  on  turn- 
pike  roads  to  collect  their  toll,  and  net  kept  in 
good  repair,  with  proper  bridges  and  ferries 
where  tlie  same  may  be'necessary,  it  shall  he  thV 
duty  ofthe  post  master  general  to  report  the 
same-to  congress  with  such  information  as  can 
be  obtained,  to  enable  Congress  to' establish 
some  other  road  instead  ofit  in  the  same  main 
direemm. 

Sec.  7-  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any 
person  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  obstruct  & 
retard  tlie  passage  of  the  mail,  or  if  any  driver 
or  carrier,  or  of  any  horse  or  carriage  carry  ing 
the  same,' he  shall,  upon  conviction,  for  every 
such  offence,  pay  a fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars  : And  if  any  ferryman  shall  by 
wilful  negligence  or  refusal  ti  tratuspnrt  the 
mail  'cross  any 'ftrry,  delay  U'.v  same,  he  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  every  ten  niiiuiles  that  the= 
saiT.i:  shall  be,so  delayed,  a sum  nat  exceeding 
ten  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it farther  enacted.  That  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  post  master  general  to  give 
public  notice  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers 
puhlillirn  at  tlie  seat  of  government  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  and  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspa. 
pers  published  in  the  state  or  states  or  territory 
where  the  contract  is  to  be  performed,  fo'r  at 
least  six  weiks  before  cntcringinto  any  contract 
for  canyiiig  tlie  mails,  lh.it  such  contract  is  in- 
tended to  be  made,  and  the  day  op  which  it 
to  be  coucluded,  describing  the  places  from  and 
to  which  such  mail  is  to  be  conveycil,  the  time 
at  w hich  it  is  to  he  made  up,  and  the  day  and 
hobr  at  which  itis^b  be  delivered.  He*shall 
moreover  within  ninety  d.iy  s after  the  making 
of  any  coiiti  act,  lodge  a duplfcate  thereof,  to- 
gether w'ith  the  propos'jli  which  he  shall  have 
received  respecting  it,  in  the  office  ofthe  comp- 
troller of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States; 
Provided,  That  no  contract  shall  be 'entered  in- 
to for  a longer  term  than  four  year*. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  itfurther  enatted,  That  every 
post  master  shall  keepanjoffice  iit^hich  one  or 
more  |K  rsoiis  shall  attend  on  every  aay  on  which 
a mail  or  bag,  orAilher  packet  or  parcel  of  let- 
ters shall  arrive  by  Iknd  or  water,  as  well  as  on 
other  days,  at  such- hours  as  the  post  master 
general  shall  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  perform- 
ing the  duties  thereof ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  .he  post  master  at  all  reasonable  hours,  on  ev- 
ery day  of  the  week,  deliver  on  demand  any 
letter,  paper  or  packet,  to  the  person  entitled  to 
or  authorised  to  receive  the'samc  t and  all  letters 
brought  to  any  post  ofiice  Jialf  an  hour  before 
the  time  of  making  up  the  mail  at  such  office 
shall  be  forwarded  therein  t except  at  such  post 
offices  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  post  master 
general,  it  requires  more  time  for  niakliig 
iip'tlie  mail,  and  which  he  shall  accordingly 
prescribe  : but  this  shall  in  no  case  exceed  one 
^lour. 

Sec-  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no 
fei-8  or  perquisites  shall  be  received  by  any  per- 
son employed  in  the  general  post  office  on  ac. 
count  of  thedi'ties  to  be  performed  by  virtue 
oflits  appointment. 

See.  11.  And  belt  further  enacted.  That  the 
following  rates  of  postage  shall  he  charged  on 
all  letters  I.  p.ickets  (excepting  .such  as  are  here- 
inafter exempted)  conveyed  by  the  posts  ot  the 
United  States;  viz.  for  every  letter  composed  of 
a syngU  sheet  of  paper  convey  cd  not  exceeding 
forty  miles,  eight  cents  ; over  forty  and ^t  ex- 
ceeding ninety  miles,  ten  cents  ; over  niWly  K 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles, 
twelve  and  a half  cents  ; over  one  hu^itlrcil  and 
fil'iy  and  not-  exceeding  three  'hiindred 
miles,  seventeen  cents ; over  three-  hundred  and 
not  exceeding  five  humlred  miles',  twenly  centst 
over  five  hundred  miles,  twenty  -five  ccnt.s'And 
fiir  every  double  letter,  or  oub  composed  ol  two 
pieces  of  paper,  dtmble  those  ralesx  anff  for  ev 
e y taiple  letter, or  mie  composed  of  ihfce  pieces 
of  paper, 'srlpie'' tjidse  rates  ; and  for  every 
[I'ackes  compos’d  of  four  or  more  pieces  ^1  pa- 
per, or  other  ihin.g,  and  weighing  one  ounce 
avoirdupois,  quadrupU:  those  rales,  and  in  that

wffo  ARE  THE  SHAKERS' 

Is  an  eiiquirv  whuh  has  brrn  matie  bjr 
uiany  rrspcctable  subscribers — and  such  iii- 
fornmion  as  can  be  obtaincd|  we  conceive 
cugtit  tu  be  given. 

Tl'Cy  are  a sect  which  wis  toundej  in 
1774  by  Anne  Leese,  or  Anne  Lee.  whom 
they  dignify  with  the  appellation  of  Moth- 
er, and  venerate  as  a second  Saviour,  and 
the  representativeof the  Holy  Ghoat.  She 
acogated  to  hei  self  the  title  of  “Anne  the 
Word''  and  has  been  so  fortunate  as  to 
have  found  followers  abject  and  weak  e- 
nough  to  allow  the  impiius  assumption. 
'I'he  party  at  this  motnent  believe,  that  a> 
the  order  of  the  deity  is  male  and  female, 
or  father  and  mother,  Jesus  Christ  the  son, 
came  to  represent  the  father,  or  male  or- 
der of  deity  ; and  Anne  the  daughter, 
came  to  represent  the  mother,  or  female 
order  of  deity.  Such  actually  appears  to 
hi  the  standing  of  a raving-woman  among 
ler  deluded  followers. 

The  sect  first  took  its  rise  at  Bolton  in 
England,  from  a set  of  enthusiastics  called 
the  French  Prophets, and  it  afterwards  be- 
came something  more  successful  at  Man. 
chesier,  whereit  found  a leader  as  well  as  a 
proselyte  in'the  matron  Anne.  They  like 
the  French  Prophets  pretend  to  miracles, 
tongues, prophecies  & the  like  evidencesof 
a present  deity  ;but  it  is  rather  an  unlucky 
ciri  umEtance  for  their  pretensions  that  no- 
body kuowrany  thing  about  their  miracles, 
speaking  with  tongues  and  prophreying, 
but  tlie.ms- Ives.  From  Manchester  in 
England,  they  emigrated  to  the  state  of 
!New  York,  and  having  receivea  some  ac- 
cesson  to  their  party  established  them- 
selves at  Lebanon  in  that  state,  at  which 
place  they  remained  for  a considerable 
time,  in  a languishing  state,  without  any 
increase  of  numbers  or  consequence,  their 
niracics  notwithstanding  : but  finding  in 
the  west,  a state  of  things  better  suited  to 
their  views,  tliey  dispatched  in  the  spring 
of  1805  (if  our  information  be  correct) 
thiee  emissaries,  for  the  puipose  of  pros- 
•lytcism  and  the  extension;  of  their  eocie- 
W* 

The  human  mind  must  have  reached  a 
certain  point  of  degradation  before  it  could 
have  been  susceptible  of  impression  from 
men  of  this  cast,  or  prepared  to  swallow 
the  absurd  and  bUrpheinuus  fictions  of 
Skakerism,  This  point,  we  believe  was  uh- 
fortunately  occupied  by  a set  of  enthusias- 
tic reformers  in  this  country,  who  were 
commonly  known  by  the  name  of  Schis. 
inaticsoiNew  Lights.  This  party  two, we 
aie  informed. had  entirely  surrendered  them- 
selves to  the  impulse  ot  feeling  or  rather 
bodily  agitation  in  religion,  hadab  mdon- 
cd  the  plain  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  dissolv- 
ed bv  a formal  act  the  wretched  remains  of 
church  government  amongst  them,  dis- 
claimed creeds  and  confessions,decried  or- 
der.and  regularity  of  worship,  as  formal- 
ity and  dullness  in  religion,  and  after  vari. 
ous  revolutions  of  opinion,settled  clown  at 
last,  it  is  said  in  the  Socinian!!  doctrine 

Among  those  people  the  Shaker  emis- 
saries  wee  but  two  successful,  for  out  cf 
fix  of  their  orig'nal  preachers,  three 
were  proselyted  to&hakerism  with  a num- 
ber of  their  people  ; and  it  is  to  ihe  pre- 
ci.ictscf  that  party  that  the  siiecesset  ol 
those  deceivers  have  been  almost  exclu- 
sively «cofined. 

The  first  Shaker  establishment  in  the 
Western  country  was  formed  at  Lebanon 
in  Ohio,  the  second  on  Kagle  creek  in  the 
same  state,  the  third  in  Mercer  county  in 
this  state,  near  the  mouth  ot  Dick's  river, 
the  fjuith  ill  lujgan  county,  the  fifth 
on  Bussero  in  the  Indiana  territory  not 
remote  from  Vincennes— and  the  sixth  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  this  place.  With 
respect  to  their  number,  we  have  no  cer- 
tain account  ; the  best  information  which 
we  could  obtain,  though  not  positive,  we 
are  nevenhelss  disposed  in  some  degree  to 
Trly,  represents  them  as  much  less  numer. 
ous  than  what  Col.  Smith  has  stated.  We 
believe  we  should  he  more' correct  than 
otherwise,  in  allowing  their  total  to  be  on- 
ly 3 or  430. 

'J'liey  have,  it  seems,  been  grossly  and 
m--l  giianily  slandered,  and  a Mr.  Jofn 
l)unlavy,one  of  their  leaders,  has  tlioiighi 
fit  to  appear  in  their  defence.  We  must 
observe  that  this  weak  and  wretched  effort 
will  tend  more  to  the  conviction  ot  Intel 
ligeiit  persons,  than  disbelief  of  tbe  reports 
be  endeavours  to  expose  as  incredible  6c  ma 
lignant.  We  have  no  doubt  there  are 
many  innocent,  undesigning.  industrious 
P'liple  in  their  society — indeed  we  know 
leveral  of  tliatdescription,  but  we  really 
think  evidence  is  warning  to  extend  this 
charitable  opinion  to  the  whole  party. 
To  say  the  least  concerning  them,  there  is 
iomeihing  mysterious  which  hangs  over 
their  operations  and  blocks  the  investiga- 
tion of  usual  calculation  and  enquiry.  4'© 
mention  one  particularonfy,  whence  comes 
their  money  ? They  conduct  their  missi- 
ons, they  improve,  they  build,  and  pub- 
lish uooks  with  great  facility.  What  so- 
ciety in  the  country  but  themselves  would 
not  have  found  it  a very  serious  thing  to 
have  printed  and  bound  a work  of  60©  pa- 
ges  ? But  'Ips  they  have  done, though  nti 
ther  rich  nor  numerous,  in  the  pnbljcation 
of  the  work  now  before  us,  entitled  the 
Testimony. 

As  they  appear  to  be  disturbed  at  the 
evil  report-  that  are  going  upon  them,  wc 
will  menrion  another  ; which,  though  it 
hat  reached  us  through  a respectable 
source  is  not  published  as  fact,  but  may 
ie  disproved  if  false. 

It  is  said  that  a certain  Robert  Gill  (a 
Shaker  of  Indiana)  told  his  bsother-in-law, 
a Mr.  Lfdgerwood,  that  the  Shakers  wou'd 
ultimaiely  prevail  in  the  United  States, 
and  in  that  event, as  the  Shakers  would  not 
fight.lhe  British  would  again  be  masters 
of '.he  country.  Mr.  Ledgerwood  made 
the  communication  to  Gov.  Harrison,  who 
immediately  sent  for  GUI,  who  refused  to 
come  ; the  governor  sent  again,  with  a 
warning  thatil  hr  agaiiT  refused  to  obey 
bis  order,  he  woujd'send  a file  ol  men  for 
him.  Gill  then  cami  and  denied  the  asser- 
i ton,  but  the  fact  was  severtbeless  credit- 


ed upon  the  assertion  of  Mr.  Ledgerwood, 
who  IS  a man  of  unquestionable  veracity. 
Such  is  the  report,  if  false,  it  can  be  dis- 
proved—governor  Harrison  and  Mr.  Ledg- 
erwood are  accessible  and  will,  it  is  pre- 
sumed, be  applied  to  by  the  party  to  con- 
tradict the  report  if  Unfounded. 

We  have  no  wish  to  interfere  with  the 
concerns  of  any  religious  society — and  by 
no  means  a disposition  to  persecute  the 
Shakers  ; we  could  wish  that  no  violence 
whatever  should  be  resorted  to  against 
them,  whether  legally  or  otherwise,  unless 
they  shall  have  first  violated  the  laws  of 
the  country.  Their  persons,  their  prop- 
erty and  their  worthip,  shocking  as  it  is, 
should  be  protected*  Sue  we  must  be  par- 
doned if  we  fay  that  their  creed  as  pub- 
lished to  the  world,  impreffes  the  mind  ve- 
ry unfavourably  towards  the  leaders  of  the 
party.  The  wild  extravagant  painting  of 
the  male  and  female  in  deity,  the  indwell- 
ing of  a She-Holy-Ghost  in  Anne  Lee,  f he 
denial  of  Christ’s  resurrection,  the  appeals 
to  tongues,  miracles  and  prophecies  with- 
out evidence,  and  many  other  things  pub- 
lished in  their  testimony,  would  seem  to 
be  deaigned  to  burlesque  all  religion  whe- 
ther natural  or  revealed.  They  declare 
iheir  high  esteem  for  our  happy  constitu- 
tion, but  we  must  say  their  professions  li- 
able to  suspicion  when  they  are  seen  to 
pursue  with  inveterate  malaee  tbe  great 
authorsof  the  glorious  reformation,  as  well 
as  the  work  itself,  which  has  been  justly 
considered  as  giving  birth  to  civil  and  re 
ligious  liberty  in  the  world  A wiiter  ot 
eminence  (who  was  no  priest)  on  this  sub- 
ject observes— •'  I'hat  spirit  of  free  enqui- 
ry which  incited  the  first  rtformcri  to 
sliake  off  the  yoke  ef  ecclesiasticsl  tyran- 
ny, naturally  begot  just  sentiments  of  ci- 
vil liberty,  esp'-cially  when  iiritated  by 
persecution.  When  such  sentiments  came 
to  be  united  with  that  bold  enthusiasm 
that  severity  of  temper  and  manners  that 
distinguished  some  of  the  reformed  sects, 
they  produced  those  resolute  and  inflexi- 
ble men  who  alone  were  able  to  assert  the 
cause  of  liberty,  iu  an  age  when  the  chris 
tian  world  was  enervated  by  luxury  ami 
superliitiuu  : and  to  such  men  we  owe  that 
i'reedoin  and  happy  conllitution  which  we 
at  present  enjoy.’’  And  when  the  Sha- 
kers are  fren  to  vilify  thefi'it  reformers 
and  even  torture  history  to  bl.ickcn  then 
illustrious  fame — we  humbly  conceive 
ihey  ought  to  be  reckontd  among  the  foes 
of  liberty  and  the  constitution.  And  that 
the  moll  of  them  w ill  air.algairate  whenev. 
er  opportunity  offers  we  are  alfo  induced 
to  be  believe  both  from  circumffances  and 
experience.  What  other  than  a view  of 
this  kind  could  have  induced  Aaron  Burr 
to  bonorthe  Shakers  andotherequally  sin- 
gular  religious  fccis,  6t  not  the  old  estab. 
Iished  societiee  of  the  countiy,  with  his  at- 
tention and  pre  e ice,  at  their  p.aces  of 
worship  and  elsewheie,  whilst  he  was  re- 
cruiting in  this  lountry  ?

We  are  persuaded  from  the  tes- 
timony which  it  contains,  that  it  merits 
the  serious  attention  of  the  public,  and 
will  open  to  their  view,  a sly.  insinuating 
“ worm’  eating  out  the  vitals  of  our  re- 
publican institutions,  cutting  asunder 
the  sirongesi.  ties  of  nature  and  separa 
ting  those  bonds  wrich  heaven  allows 
death  only  to  dissolve  : — 

AN  ATTEMPT 

TO  DEVELOPS  SH4KEKISM. 

About  five  years  ago,  three  Shakers  vii. 
Issachar  Baits,  John  Mitcham,  and  Bcnja. 
min  Young,  came  to  Kentucky,  where  1 
then  resided,  but  was  abroad  in  the  state 
of  Tennessee.  On  my  return  to  my  son 
James  Smith’s  ir  Kentucky  where  1 had 
iny  home,  I found  he  had  joined  the  Sha- 
kers ; 1 knew  very  little  about  them,  but 
soon  after  they  having  collected  a par*y 
on  Turtle-crerkin  the  state  of  Ohio,  f ask- 
ed the  abovementioned  Baits,  if  I might 
go  and  live  with  them  for  some  time,  to 

see  what  sort  of  people  thrv  were to 

which  he  agreed  ; I aceo'dingly  went,  and 
from  that  time  to  the  preient,  J have  dil 
igently  endeavoured  to  find  them  out, 
(which  is  truly  d'ftcult)  and  1 think  1 
have  succeeded  in  a good  degree. 

Tliey  artfully  and  insiduously  conceal 
their  real  views  and  principles  from  those 
whom  the^  wish  to  proselyte  lo  iheir 
scheme.  1 he  main  thing  necessary  to 
stop  the  progrc's  of  Shakerism.  is  for  man- 
kind to  know  what  it  is.  I shall  therefore 
endeavour  plainly  to  relate  what  1 have 
discovered,  and  as  I Ititcnd  princip-illy  to 
to  confine  myself  to  matters  of  fact,  1 hold 
myself  in  readiness  to  prove  the  truth  ol 
what  I shall  -issert  if  requiied. 

■J'be  Shakers  hold  that  their  chief  F.lder 
David  Diirrow,  is  inspired  and,  infallible, 
that  the  council  and  people  under  him 
must  implicitly  believe  what  he  teaches 
and  obey  hi'  commands,  which  they  call 
believing  and  obeying  God.  For  the  sat- 
isfaction of  my  readers,  I shall  here  insert 
some  information  which  I received  from 
persons  who  had  been  a considerable  time 
with  the  Shakers,  and  have  left  them, 
which  may  afford  some  light  concerning 
the  Shaker’s  practioes. 

As  the  persons  appeared  to  be  ashamed 
of  Laving  been  Shakers,  1 shall  not  insert 
their  names.  •- 

On  March  13th  1810,  I called  on  one 
who  had  been  three  years  witlvhe  Sha- 
kers. He  said  he  had  formally  been  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  society,  and  was 
then  happy  in  the  enjoyment  of  vital  reli 
gion  ; but  was  not  so  while  with  the  Sha- 
kers;  nioreoverthitthe  arbitrary  author- 
ity and  hard  usage  exercised  over  Uie 
working  hands,  was  intolerable.  He  also 
added  that  it  is  easy  joining  the  Shakers, 
but  hard  to  get  free  from  them. — 1 he 
same  evening  1 had  an  interview  with 
tbeee  others,  who  were  altogether  ; one  of 
whom  had  been  eighteen  months,  another 
near  twoyears,  the  other  three  years  with 
the  Shakers.  Those  men  say  that  in  gene 
r»l  their  education  of  children  is  chiefly  a 
pretence,  that  their  principal  leaders  only 
arc  well  educated,  *rhey  do  not  approve 
ol  those  of  a lower  rank  reading  any 


books  ; they  are  taken  froiw  school  as  soow 
as  they  aie  fit  for  other  business. 

Elder  David  has  overseers  appointed 
over  the  different  societies, called  families, 
througboot  the  state  of  Ohio,  Kentucky, 
and  the  Indiana  Territory.  The  over- 
seers provide  for  the  labourers  common 
■lirt  and  appareli  and  wliat  they  earn  more 
than  is  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  is  given 
up  to  Elder  David  to  Oe  disposed  of  among 
his  council  er  as  he  sees  fit,  this  they  call 
giving  up  the  money  to  God. 

They  whip  their  labourers  or  underling.s 
severely  anci  also  their  children  or  young 
people  it  they  refuse  to  kneel  or  dance, 
or  confess  their  sins,  or  otherwise  trans- 
gress. Besides  they  have  various  modes 
of  inflicting  punishment.  My  informers 
say  they  saw  them  punish  a little  boy  for 
taking  a piece  of  cake  without  leave,  in 
the  manner  following.  They  made  a cir- 
cle on  the  #.oor  about  a foot  in  diameter, 
and  compelled  the  boy  to  stand  within  the 
circle  with  his  lace  upwaids,  from  twelve 
o’clock  till  dark.  The  Shakers  quarrel 
and  fight  among  themselves,  though  they 
endeavour  to  conceal  it  from  otheis. 

Even  when  in  their  dance  which  they 
esteem  devotional,  my  informers  say  they 
have  seen  them  strike  each  other  with  their 
elbows,  and  one  man  strike  another  with 
h’s  fist  so  that  the  blood  ran  from  his  mouth 
and  nose. 

1 hey  further  state,  that  the  Shakers 
told  them,  if  they  bore  tlie  cross,  and  ab- 
stained from  women  f«r  some  time,  they 
would  become  so  holy  that  it  would  be  no 
sin  for  them  to  have  camel  knowledge  of 
thrirown  holy  women,  butthat  itwouldbe 
wrong  for  them  to  have  children,  as  it 
would  be  a bad  fx..mple  to  the  world,  and 
might  prevent  them  from  living  in  celiba- 
cy so  as  to  become  holy.  One  of  the  men 
above  mentioned,  who  had  left  them,  told  . 
me  he  believed  that  Elder  David  stored  up 
liquor  for  their  own  use,  which  was  as  far 
as  possible  concealed  from  the  common 
people. 

He  said  that  he  saw  Elder  David's  Stew- 
ard at  one  time  buy  several  barrels  of  rum 
and  wine,  which  were  taken  to  h's  lodg- 
ing i he  also  said  that  he  spied  a considera- 
ble number  ol  women  in  Elder  David’s  Pal- 
ace drinkii.g  wine  very  freely  ; and  when 
he  beheld  th.it  their  leader,  were  living  in 
luxuiy  on  his  haid  labour  he  left  them. 

The  substance  of  the  foregoing  account, 

I took  in  writing  from  those  men,  which 
being  read  to  tnem,  they  said  it  was  fair- 
ly stated  the  truth  whereof  they  were  wil- 
ling to  declare  upon  oath. 

Further,  To  shew  the  practice  of  the 
Shakers,  1 shall  mention  some  circumstan- 
ces relative  to  my  son  James  Smith.  Af- 
ter joining  the  Shakers,  he  appeared  to  be 
divested  of  natural  affection  towards  his 
wife  Polly,  and  other  connections ; and 
appeared  determined  to  sell  his  plantation 
in  K-ntucky,  and  remove  to  the  Shakers 
on  Tui  lie  creek,  which  at  length  he  did, 
contrary  to  his  wife’s  consent.  Be- 
fore hr  removed  (which  was  in  October 
last)  he  promised  to  Polly,  if  she  would 
go  with  him,  he  would  not  take  her  among 
the  Shakers,  but  wou.d  buy  a place  three 
miles  from  them.  Notwithstanding,  he  bad 
left  her  bed  a long  time  before  this,  and 
slept  in  a separate  one,  from  hit  wife,  she 
bore  this,  and  upon  these  terms,  consented 
to  go,  rather  than  to  be  separated  from  her 
children  Notwithstandiug  this  he  took 
her  directly  among  the  Shakers,  where  she 
was  constantly  perplexed  with  theShakert, 
urging  her  to  confess  her  sins  to  them,  and 
telling  her  if  she  would  not  d<;  so,  and  re- 
ceive their  testimony,  she  would  surely  go 
to  hell  and  be  damned. 

Ab.  ut  the  first  of  March  last,  the^  drove 
Polly  from  the  house  she  had  lived  in 
while  among  them,  and  took  her  children 
from  her.  The  fifth  dav  of  March  last, 
mjr  step  son  William  Irvin  and  I went 
with  Polly  to  Shaker-town.  She  asked 
of  James,  the  privilege  of  seeing  her  chil- 
dren. He  told  her  where  they  were,  and 
said  she  might  go  and  see  them  but 
refused  to  go  with  her.  William  Irvin 
and  I went  with  her  to  the  house  where 
the  children  were,  and  asked  to  see  them— 
we  were  told  by  John  Woods  and  Mal- 
com  Worly,  that  James  h*d  commi'ted 
the  children  to  their  care,  and  she  should 
not  see  them  We  used  intreaties  and  fi- 
nally threatened  Woods  and  Worly,  with 
the  civil  law,  but  all  in  vain. 

That  night  we  retired  into  the  country, 
the  tendri  mother  in  deep  distress,  bereft 
of  her  children,  not  knowing  whether  she 
ever  should  see  them  again. 

Wpdnesday  March  6th,  we  returned  to 
Shaker- town,  to  try  again,  if  by  any  means 
Polly  could  be  admitted  to  see  her  chil- 
dren. A short  interview  was  granted,  on 
condition  that  she  must  not  converse  with 
her  children,  except  in  the  presence  of 
th'  Shakers. — When  she  was  about  to 
take  leave  of  her  children,  her  eldest  son 
Lid  hold  on  his  dear  mamma,  and  wept 
bitterly-^O  1 inournfuP  scene  L I then 
beheld  the  tender  child  forcibly  wrested 
by  iron  hands  of  a despotic  Shaker 
from  the  affectionate  arms  of  a weeping 
^lother — The  feelings  of  my  heart  1 can- 
not desciibe.  My  son  before  he  received 
.the  Shak.r’s  testimony,  was  kind  to  me 
and  affectionate  to  his  wife,  he  received 
me  into  his  house,  and  g^ve  me  every  rea- 
•son  to  expect  his  succour  in  my  declining 
age.  Tj  tee  him  not  only  seduced  from 
Christianity,  but  divested  of  the  feelings 
of  humanity,  to  see  my  kind  daughter 
treated  with  savage  barbarity,  her  heart 
rending  sorrow,  made  a subject  of  mock 
and  exulta^fl,  my  dear  grand  children 
foiceddntoov'poiic  bondage,  which  tends 
to  the  ruin  of  both  soul  and  body,  was  too 
much  for  human  nature  to  bear.  This  is 
the  fruits  of  ShakerisM  1 James  was  na- 
turally friendly  ; a dutiful  son,  a kind 
husband,  and  tender  f ,ther  ; He  is  now  a 
dupe  to  those  deceivers. 

Befo-e  he  left  Kentucky,  he  frequently 
told  me  their  chief,  Elder  David,  was  in. 
fallibly  inspired  and  could  do  nothing 
wrong,  and  that'he  must  implicitly  be- 
lieve and  obey  him  ; this  he  called  believ- 
ing and  obeying  God.  1 rejoice  in  the 
freedom  of  our  American  constitution, 
that  all  men  are  privileged  to  worship 
God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
conscience  ; yet  I clearly  see  that  this 
class  of  people  under  the  protection  of  a 
tree  government  *re  endeavouring  to  aap 
its  foundation. 


They  Amlrmn  all  religion  except  their 
own  as  ahti-cliristiaii  ; they  also  condemn 
all  government,  both  civil  and  ecclesias- 
tical, except  their  own.  Let  Shakerism 
predominate,  and  it  wid  extirpate  Chris- 
tianity, destroy  Marriage,  and  also  our 
present  free  governitirnt,  and  finally  de- 
populate America.  According  to  their 
scheme,  civil  and  ecclesiastical  govern- 
ment are  blended  together,  and  ibis  is 
demotic  monarchy. 

The  Pope  David,  their  chief,  has  the 
treasury  in  his  own  hands.  Mone;-  cre- 
ates influence.  Their’s  is  a money  nia 
king  scheme.  It  may  be  thought  the  fH- 
lightened  state  of  America  is  a efficient 
security,  butfrom  the  progress  of  Shaker- 
ism for  a few  years  past,  1 think  it  is 
time  for  the  friends  ofliberty  and  of  man- 
kind to  bestir  themselves.  P,:pery  orpep- 
ish  despotic  bondage  had  its  beginning. 
The  assumed  infallibility  of  the  Pope  was 
the  source  of  his  power  andiiifluencc  which 
was  arbitrarily  exercised  over  all  that  be- 
lieved in  him  ; which  is  precisely  the  case 
with  David  Durrow.  The  supremacy  of 
the  Pope  prevailed  until  ten  Kings  and 
their  people  became  subject  to  him. 

If  American  freemeu  areeiilightened  to 
know  tbeir  rights  and  the  value  of  their 
privileges,  torirtahave  also  increased  in 
subtlety  and  artifice.  I believe  if  all  the 
despots  on  earth  and  all  the  infernal  spirits 
were  united  to  invent  a plan  to  destroy 
Chrisianity  and  enslave  mankind,  Shaker- 
ism could  not  have  been  exceeded.  Se'an 
is  transformed  into  an  angel  of  light,  and 
his  ministers  into  ministers  of  righteous- 
nesss.  Holiness  is  their  theme,  whilst 
they  binu  fetters  on  poor  deceived  souls, 
disturb  the  peace  of  families,  and  society  ; 
violate  marriage,  which  is  an  institution 
of  God,  the  nearest,  the  happiest  relation 
in  social  life,  and  the  main  pillar  of  any 
state  or  kingdom. 

W ho  would  have  thought  that  Shaker- 
ism (big  with  every  kind  of  political  evil) 
could  have  succeeded  as  far  as  it  has  alrea- 
dy done  in  our  Western  country  ? Soon 
after  the  arrival  of  the  three  first  Shakers, 
who  came  hither,  some  men  of  learning, 
talents  and  apparent  piety,  joined  them;  it 
may  be  they  weretraitors  in  lieait  before, 
and  the  more  readily  acceded  to  their  trea- 
tonous  scheme.  All  who  joined  them  of 
this  description,  take  the  place  of  recruit- 
ing officers,  who  arc  actively  employed  in 
their  master’s  service.  They  compass  sea 
and  land  to  make  one  proselyte  and  he  is 
tenfold  more  a slave  to  Pope  David,  than 
they  are,  fer  they  partakeof  David’sbene- 
ficc,  and  the  PrascJyie  becomes  bis  slave. 
They  have  a large  party  on  Turtle- Creek, 
where  they  have  two  elegant  housf:  of 
worship,  one  fifty  teet  long,  and  forty  feet 
wide,  the  other  not  altogether  so  large  ; 
another  party  on  Eagle  creek,  b ith  in  the 
state  of  Ohio,  Also  a considerable  num- 
ber in  Kentucky,  and  on  the  Wabash  ri- 
ver,  it  is  said  that  they  have  gained  two 
thousand  Proselytes  in  five  years,  in  our 
Western  free  states  ! ! ! 


ger,  as  to  our  government,  shall  not  th 
innocent  be  protected  ? Shall  the  childre 
be  torn  from  the  mother’s  breast,  and  sul 
jrcted  to  servile  bondage,  and  she  be  lei 
without  redress? 

TheShakers  teach  their  Deciples  that  i 
is  a virtue  to  be  without  natural  affcctioi 
If  then  under  the  influence  of  this  ductrin 
men  become  monsters,  and  abandon  tbe 
wives  ; shall  we  suffer  the  mother  to  h 
robbed  of  her  tender  offspring,  by  a fatht 
professedjy  destitute  of  paienral  affectioi 
and  by  him  consigned  to  bondage  ! Her 
is  a species  of  involuntary  servitude. 

And  the  rights  of  conscience  are  air 
violated,  children  under  the  terror  of  th 
lash  must  kneel  and  dance  to  the  Shake 
Idol,  Aniic  Lee.  1 hus,  the  principles  r 
servile  subjection,  are  to  be  ingrafted  i 
them,  that  they  may  be  wretched  dune 
torics,  and  pests  to  society.  And  unde 
the  pretence  of  worshiping  God.  the  rot 
of  civil  and  religious  liberty  is  deepl 
wounded.  It  has  been  said,  if  those  unde 
the  Shakers  are  in  bondage,  they  arc  vo 
untary  slaves,  justsuch  voluntary  slaves  < 
the  ten  Kings  and  their  subjects  were  ui 
der  th-  Pope  ; they  were  artfully  led  iiii 
it,  and  what  has  been  done  may  be  accoir 
plished  again.  I do  not  conceive  that  th 
shakers  in  general  who  have  come  to  m: 
turc  age,  are  voluntary  slaves,  they  hav 
been  artfully  decoyed  into  it  by  tbe  pr< 
mise  of  greater  liberty,  tliey  are  objects  t 
pity,  seouced,  bewildered  and  lost,  uiidt 
iirong  delusion,  kept  ia  bondage,  by  th 
fcarol  hell  or  the  terror  of  the  whip.

Bxtract  of  a letter  from  a British  offleer 
in  Cadis,  to  his  friend  in  Plymouth,  da- 
ted 3\^th  April, 

It  will  not  be  very  long  before  I ex- 
pect to  sec  you,  for  it  is  iinpiussiblc  not- 
withstanding the  flattering  prospect  wc 
have  hitherto  had  to  retain  our  position, 
or  to  defend  this  city  in  the  present  sit- 
uation of  affati's. 

On  the  S3d  instant  wc  were  Hndev 


th*  necessity  of  abandoning  tbe  impo  & 
taut  fort  ol  Matagorda,  after  siifferint,  ts 
se i ere  loss  lioTi  the  destructive  fire  of 
(he  French  artillery,  which  completely 
destroyed  the  lort  and  rendered  it  no 
longer  tenable. 

Immediately  on  our  retiring,  the 
French  advanced  and  took  possession, 
and  are  now  busily  employed  in  render-  ^ 
ing  it  a most  formidable  position,  our 
ships  of  war  have  already  been  obliged 
to  change  their  stations  repeatedljs  be- 
ing exposed  to  the  fire  of  red  hot  shot 
from  the  enemy’s  batteries,  it  only  re- 
inair.s  for  the  enemy  to  complete  hi* 
arrangements  which  it  is  out  of  our  pow- 
er to  prevent,  and  then  Cadiz  must  fall 
of  course. 

For  my  partfl  have  always  dreaded 
the  superiority  of  the  French  artillery. 

I have  witnessed  the  destructive  effect* 
of  that  tremenduous  engine  of  modern 
warfare  at  the  battle  of  Talavera,  we 
were  led  to  believe  that  wc  could  easi- 
ly oppose  the  French  in  their  own  way, 
our  confidence  in  the  lately  invented 
schrapnel  shells  was  such  tiiat  we  fond- 
ly hoped  they  would  prove  decisive  in 
our  favor  but  in  this  expectation  we  met 
with  a melancholy  disappointment,  we 
found  the  Frenclf  could  play  at  the  same< 
game,  and  in  a more  masterly  nanner. 
At  that  battle  (which  may  be  consider- 
ed a defeat  on  our  part  as  we  were  obli- 
ged to  retreat,  leaving  10,000  killed 
wounded  and  prisoners  on  the  field,  yet 
our  general  through  motives  of  policy 
claimed  the  victory,)  the  season  was 
uncommonly  dry  and  the  ground  co- 
vered thick  with  brush,  the  shells  which 
the  French  fired  communicated  to  the 
dry  brush  and  the  whole  field  of  battle 
presented  the  most  awful  appearence 
I ever  beheld,  being  literally  envelop- 
ed in  a general  blaze  of  fire  which  in 
its  progress  burnt  up  all  our  dead  and 
wounded  men,  together  with  a number 
of  horses  as  they  laid  on  the  ground, 
such  was  the  terrible  effect  of  the  prow- 
ess of  our  enemy  then — and  we  stand 
less  chance  of  success  now,  for  notwith- 
standing what  may  be  asserted  about 
Spanish  patrioti.sm,  virtories  obtained 
by  the  patriots,  and  their  attachment  to 
us,  I do  not  believe  one  word  of  it.  I 
know  them  well,  their  patriotism  con- 
sists in  nothing  but  vain  boasting  of 
what  can  do,  without  the  spirit  or 
courage  to  pej'form  what  they  say.  A* 
to  their  victories  tiiC"  never  yet  dared 
to  shew  their  faces  to  one  fourth  of 
their  number  of  French  troops  : they 
have  been  invariably  defeated  and  driv- 
en away  from  tivc  most  impregnable 
positions  and  the  greater  part  excepting 
a few  stragglers  are  now  eccped  up  in 
this  place,  and  as  to  their  attachiDcnt  to 
us,  1 believe  they  hate  us  more  corAfcJ* 
ly  than  we  do  the  French,  and  would  bo 
glad  to  get  rid  of  us  and  I believe  thei* 
wishes  will  soon  be  gratified.

ing,  that  he  was  alive  in  the  month  of 
January— Col.  Maxwell,  the  Governor 
of  Senegal  had,  in  consequence  of  this 
information,  directed  that  a decked  boat 
should  immediately  be  fitted  out  to  pro- 
ceed up  the  river  Senegal,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  assitance  to  Mr.  Park 
in  his  indefatigable  exertions  in  explor- 
ing the  continent  of  Africa.  This  ac- 
count is  further  corroborated  by  a letter 
dated  in  March  last,  received  by  a ves- 
sel from  Sierra  Leona,  from  Dr.  Doug- 
las, who  writes  as  follows  : 

“ Permit  me  to  lay  before  you  some 
information  respecting  Munco  Park, 
which  I was  favored  with  from  an  intel- 
ligent Mahomedan,  whom  I met  at  Go- 
rec,  and  who  had  acted  as  a guide  to 
Mr.  Park;  from  the  time  of  his  landing 
on  the  continent  of  Africa,  to  bis  em- 
barkation on  the  Niger.  He  states  that 
the  king  of  Sego  had  shewn  much  favor 
to  Mr.  Park,  and  that  the  report  of  his 
assassinat  on  there  was  untrue.  He  had 
passed  far  along  tlie  Niger,  without  any 
molestation  whatever,  from  the  natives. 
My  informant  could  not  recollect  the 
date  of  his  embarkation  on  the  Niger, 
but  tliinks  it  must  be  about  three  years 
ago.  Mr.  Park  had  taken  four  months 
provisions  for  himself  and  two  followers, 
with  whom  he  intended  to  proceed  to  the 
eastward,  and  onwards  as  far  as  the  Red 
Sea.  Some  travellers  who  had  fallen  in 
with  his  guide,  informed  him,  that  a- 
bbut  two  or  three  rtlonths  subsequent  to 
Mr,  Park’s  embarkation,  he  had  been 
severely  scorched  in  his  breast  by  the 
bursting  of  a gun  while  firing  at  some 
birds,  but  that  he  passed  Tombucloo  in 
the  night  by  water.” 

The  boats  of  our  squadron  in  Quibc- 
ron  Bay  have  destroyed  ten  sail  of  French 
vessels,  under  La  Fosse  de  l’Oye,on  the 
Isle  of  Khe.

PATH  10 TIC  a UCCE SSE S. 

A private  letter  from  Cibralter  of  the  2d 
May,  says  Jose  Anglada,  capt.  of  a Spanish 
Vessel  arrived  here  this  monung  from  Cambril 
reports,  that  three  days  previous  to  his  sailing, 
news  was  received  by  express  from  Leridaof  a 
complete  defeat  of  the  French  near  that  city, 
by  the  patriots  under  the  command  of  Gen. 
O’Donai.  The  French  lost  6 or  7,000  men, 
and  the  Spaniards  from  4 to  500. 

After  the  action  11,000  recruits  went  out  of 
Tarragona  to  join  tlie  victorious  army.  The 
brother  of  Anglado  confirms  the  news,  and 
adds,  that  in  consequence  brandy  had  risen  10 
dollars  the  pipe. 

A captain  arrived  in  11  days  from  Tarragona, 
affirms,  that  the  French  had  raised  the  siege  of 
Hostalrich,  and  that  in  Barcelona  only  2500  men 
remained  in  garrison  in  the  town.  Some  say 
they  have  returned  to  France  ; others  that  they 
have  gone  towards  I.erida,  for  which  place 
gen.  O’Dnniiel  had  set  out  with  all  his  army. 


A letter  from  the  State  of  New- York 
convevs  a very  strange  idea  as  to  the  in- 
tention of  pt.litical  parties  in  Pennsylvania. 
We  should  treat  it  as  perfectly  chimerical 
but  for  the  general  correctness  of  the 
source  from  which  it  is  derived. — It  a- 
mounts  to  no  more  or  less  than  this:  that 
Gen.  Armstrong  will  return  to  this  country 
iinmediaiely  ; — that  he  will  fix  himself  in 
'his  state,  of  which  we  believe  he  is  a na- 
tive; and  finally,  that  he  is  to  be  support- 
ed as  Gmei  nor  against  Simon  Snyder! — 
Tills  will  be  a •*  tearful  ixids”  for  Simon.

In- 
deed, we  believe,  that  instances  are  very 
rare,  in  which  t lie  salaries  of  these  func- 
tionaries are  adequ ate  to  the  cxpcnces 
which  they  necessarily  incur. — It  is  said 
however,  that  Gen.  Armstrong  will  return 
home  uot  much  poorer  than  he  went.
